stand a siege for a year, and that it 
can hold out until the time com es to 
relieve it. 
According to official information the 
landing of troops from sixty transports 
began sim ultaneously at Pitsew o and 
Cape Term inal on the morning of May 
5.

O ne of th ese fired on a train 
conveying tb e w ounded from P o rt A r­ 
th ur. 
It was because he was convinced 
th a t P o rt A rth u r w as about to be c u t:

by his staff and G rand D uke B oris left i 
hastily.

It is repo rted here th a t th e Jap an ese 
ships bom barded P ort A rth u r early on 
th e m orning of May 6, and succeeded 
a t last In closing the en tran ce, b u t nc 
official confirm ation of the la tte r sta te ­ 
m ent oan be obtained. T he ex act hour 
a t w hich com m unication w ith th e Rus-j 
sian stronghold ceased has not been 
established. 
T he stre n g th of the g arrison at Port 
A rth u r is not revealed by th e authori 
ties, who will only say th a t It is ade 
quate for defensive purposes. 
It is not I 
believed th a t th e force th ere exceeds 
10.000 soldiers, 
A larg e force Is not 
considered necessary, as w as shown 
from th e recen t w ithdraw al of some 
of the troops who w ere sim ply a drain 
on the reso u rces of the garrison. 
T he fleet m ust now take a secondary , 
position and the sailors will be used 
to m an th e shore guns if necessary.
